C in c in n a t i, March 28th.—Ten thousand 
people gathered in Music H all to-day, in re­ 
sponse to a call by reputable citizens, to take 
action on the Berner verdict. 
Many could 
not get in. 
Strong resolutions were adopted, 
condemning the verdict, aad a committee on 
legislation was appointed. 
Lrpt>n adjourn­ 
ment the vast crowd moved directly to the 
j« l. where they began an attack on the

dr.or. 
A t 
9:40 
a 
riot 
alarm 
was 
sounded, 
summoning

entire 
police force to the jail, vast crowds of people 
gathering in that vicinity. 
Berner was re­ 
moved, after his sentence this afternoon, and 
is now on his way to Columbus ; hut if the 
mob gets in, the other murderers will be 
lynched.

If you call to visit a friend who is stay­ 
ing at lodgings, do not attem pt to go up, 
however intim ate you may be, but wait 
until the servant returns to say w hether or 
not yon can be adm itted, 
N ever enter a 
room without previously knocking and re­ 
ceiving permission to enter. Tnese formal­ 
ities are indispensable, even in the most 
unreserved friendship ; the observance of 
them preeervrs 'am iliarity from degener­ 
ating into vulgar freedom. 
Seoul i you happen to pay an evening 
! visit at a house where, unknown to you, 
there is a small p aity assem bled, enter, 
and present yourself the same as you would 
if you had been invited ; converse with an 
easy, unembarrassed air for a few m inutes, 
and then retire.

The Democratic Senatorial Caucus held yesterday 
was iu session for more than two hours.

yond the adoption of a resolution to the < ffect that 
railroad companies should be taxed in the same 
manner as individuals, as the companies luve de­ 
sired to be. 
Yesterday afternoon was a dull pe riod about the 
Capitol. 
After the a«ijouroment of the Assembly at 
noou the members of that body scattered, many re­ 
turning to their homes by the evening trains. Most 
of the Republican and some Democratic Senators 
left by the early morning t-aln for the Bay. 
One of the fruitful themes of conversation and 
BDecu'ation la3t evening was the letter of Attorney- 
General Marshall to Governor Stonem iu, the gift of 
which had become noised about the Capitol and ho- 
tc’s. The conflict bei ween these State officials seems 
to have partaken of the nature of irrepressibility. 
A member of the Senate remarked yesterday that 
the ex*ra session element! might a? well hang up 
their harp? and return to their homes ; that there is 
such a marked division of sentiment and purpose 
among members that none of the extreme meaaure-* 
advocated will receive indorsement by the requisita 
maj »rity, and th at tho only result of the session 
w*buld oe incurring a heavy expense to the St-te, 
whleh would dingus. the t ixpayers and give th© 
State to the Republicans dead sure this fall. 
Many of the concurrent resolu’ions presented in 
the Legislature are generally regarded as mere par­ 
tisan buncombe, and this sentiment is not confined 
to Republicans. 
Some of those most vigorous in 
denouncing these resolutions are Democrats of con­ 
servative views. 
Tue appropriation bills already it trodueed to meet 
the expenses of the present special session approx­ 
imate $50,000, which will fall far short of the n« ces- 
8*ry sum should the session be prolonged many 
wteks. The figure mentioned does not include the 
h»*avy expense of the printing required nor many 
other items entailed by a legislative sessiou. 
The well, so far this session, has been kept closed, 
although it is stated that on MoLday next the place 
will be opened. 
It appears to have become a neces­ 
sity, and the only way to stay the lagging tendency 
of the “ extraordinary occasion’ and create the 
necessary enthusiasm to get Dolmas’ $«0,000 fee bil! 
through.

OUR PARIS LEITER. 


BIRTHDAY 
ANNIVERSARY 
OF 
VICIOR 
HUGO. 


E is Family a rd F rie n d s -Mrs. Mackay's 
Insult to France—The Califor­ 
nia Frim a Dcnna. 


P a r i s , M arch 5, 1884. 
The eighty-third birthday of 
Victor 
H ugo occurred a few dava since, and was 
generally celebrated. 
The great poet re­ 
ceived a great m rny calle, but owing to 
recent indispositi on was not able to see the 
hundreds of visitors who wished to con­ 
gratulate him. 
Probably there is ro m an 
in France so generally loved as \ ictor 
Hugo, and his death would be regarded as 
a public calamity. 
Although occasionally 
indisposed, his general health is excellent, 
and his step is a3 elastic and hie cheeks are 
as rosy as those of a sixteen-year-old lad. 
H is hair is as white as snow, and is now 
cut very short. 
I t is a pleasure to watch 
his sweet, benevolent f ace, especially under 
the influence of music, of which he seems 
to be passionately fond. 
One never fails 
to see him at the Sunday i ’asdeloup or Co 
lonne concerts, and he has his season box 
at the Italian Opera. 
H e is a good musi 
cian, and has composed some very good 
sonatas for the viohn, which is his favorite 
instrum ent. 
His etchings are now on ex 
hibition at the Academy of Fine A rts, íd 
company w ith those of Meissonnier and 
other masters. 
He made the illustrations 
for several of his novels, and those of the 
first editions of "N o tre I ) -me de Paris 
and of “ Lss Miserables ” are quite re­ 
m arkable. 


LEFT AS ONLY GRANDFATHER. 
Of four children to him not one remains. 
H is eldest daughter, a bright and beautiful 
girl, was married when extrem ely young 
to Charles Yacquerie, a promising young 
man whom the poet had educated and 
fondly loved as his own son. 
Shortly after 
the marriage the young couple w ent to 
visit their illustrious father, who was 
spending some time on the Beashore for his 
health. 
Oae morning, when the Bea was 
unusually smooth, the young couple in­ 
vited the poet to accompany them a short 
distance in a little sailing boat. 
However, 
they went alone, and never returned. 
I t 
is impossible to know just what happened 
T hat evening the two bodies were washed 
aBtiore, almost at the feet of the poet, 
whose agony can be imagined. 
The two 
young creatures were tightly clasped in 
each other's arms, and they were buried in 
one grave. 
Tnis was a terrible atHiction 
for Victor lingo. 
He has expressed this 
deepest sorrow of ins life in “ immortal 
verse.” 
His second daughter, when only 
a sweet child of 15, became suddenly' and 
violently insane, and is conliaed in a pri­ 
vate asylum near Paris, where her father 
goes regularly to visit her. 
B at Bbe has 
never recognized him. 
The eldest eon was 
m arried when very young to a beautiful 
and charming girl, and it was hoped th at 
his dissipated life would now change for 
the better. 
B ut he went from bad to 
worse, until one night he was fatally 
wounded in a drunken brawl, and died in 
a miserably low gambling house before 
he 
could 
be 
taken 
to 
his 
father’s 
home. 
He 
left 
two children, 
a 
boy 
and 
a 
girl, who are 
the 
consolation 
of the poet, and for whom he wrote the 
book titled “ The A rt of Being a G rand­ 
father.” 
The daughter-in-law has always 
lived w ith Victor Hugo. 
A lew years 
since she m arried M. Lockray, a devoted 
friend and an ardent political advocate of 
the poet. 
The second eon of Victor Hugo 
died very suddenly a short time before the 
war of 1870. 
The wife of V ictor Hngo 
died many years ago, and now he has no 
one left bflm ging to him excepting the 
two grandchil fren, who are always to be 
seen w ith him at places of amusement, and 
generally accompanied by Mrae. Lockray, 
who devotes her entire life to him. 
Their 
home life is perfectly happy, and looking 
at the calm, peaceful coun'enance cf Vic­ 
tor Hugo, one would not imagine th at he 
had suffered more than most men. 


M BS. MACKAY’S INSULT TO FRANCE. 
Paris is greatly excited over “ the in­ 
sult offered France and French a r t ” by 
Mrs. M ackay, of California. 
The readers 
of the R e c o r d U n io n probably know that 
M eissonnier painted Mrs. M ackay’s por­ 
trait, and that shortly afterward it was ex­ 
hibited at the first Triennial Salon, which 
took place last September. 
Mrs. Mackay 
paid M eissinnier 840,000 for painting this 
portrait, with the privilege of exhibiting 
it at the Triennial Salon, where we saw it, 
and thought it an excellent portrait, though 
inferior, as a portrait, to other work ex­ 
hibited, which did not surprise us, 
as 
Meissonnier 
is 
not 
a portrait-painter. 
Occasionally, when not in the humor for 
his “ regular w ork,” he will paint a por­ 
trait, and if people will insist upon bis 
pointing 
them , 
and offer 
him

for 
a 
few 
days 
work, 
the 
tem ptation 
m ust 
be 
difficult 
ta 
re­ 
sist. 
A fter 
Mis. 
M ackay’s 
portrait 
had been exhibited at the salon, 
her 
m any friends told her it was not half as 
gosd-looking as the original, and she po­ 
litely requested Meissonnier to make some 
changes—in short, to make it more beauti­ 
ful. 
The grand artist was indignant, and 
refused point black to make the slightest 
alteration. 
Napoleon 111. once m adeja 
sim ilar request of Meissonnier, whereupon 
the artist cut the canvas into hits. 
I t was 
the work of a moment, after long weeks of 
patient study. 
And this is w hat hap­ 
pened to Mrs. M ackay’s portrait ; only, in 
thia case, it was Mrs. M ackay who de­ 
ft royed her portrait, and not Meissonnier. 
She had paid him ¿41.1,000, and bad the 
right to do as she chose with her portrait, 
hut all l ’aris thicks differently.

■was 
AN “ INDIGNATION MEETING ” 
H eld a few evenings since, at which were 
present all the artists of note, and many 
prom inent literary men, 
who drew up 
resolutions of regret and sym pathy, to be 
presented in due form to the great and 
venerable artist. 
It is to be hoped th at 
this evidence of esteem, together with Mr*. 
M ackay's $10,000, may soothe the a rtitt’s 
wounded feelings.

tion of the mind, is either on the borders 
of insanity-, or he has made a somewhat 
rem arkable discovery in relation to the 
phenomena known as dreams.

stating w hat th at supposed discovery is, 
let me mention a ftw facts as they occur 
to me, concerning the conditions th at ap­ 
pear to govern these phenomena and from 
the faqts draw a few conclusions :

have similar dreams—dreams th at typify 
similar principle*; which leadB me to the 
conclusion— 
F ilth—T hat all dreams in some manner 
represent the nervous condition of the 
dreamer. 
It we take this for granted—and it is 
apparently acted upon bv most physicians 
—the question arises, W here is the con­ 
nection between the images dreamed of 
and the nervous condition of the dreamer, 
aud do those images in any manner typiiy 
th at nervous condition ? 
The w riter asserts th at they do ; and, 
fuitherm ore, th at they never, as far as he 
is aware, do anything else. 
B ut tn at pre­ 
supposes a higher intelligence than the 
dream er's mind concerned in the m atter, 
and the average reader at once concludes 
th at the w riter is a Spiritualist and a 
crank. 
Over and over again has the almost uni­ 
versal voice of science asserted th a t no 
communication from a higher life was pos­ 
sible, for the obvious reason th at we could 
not determ ine our own thought from th at 
coming from 
another source. 
B ut in 
despite of 
the men of 
science people 
dream, and before their very eyes the 
diunkard raves of creeping, crawling forms 
of 
a lower life tilling his nerves with 
agony ; of the “ snakes in bis boots,” and 
even they themselves startle up from a 
tussle w ith some grizzly shape of the 
“ night-m are” w ithout giving a thought 
th at there might be some tru th concealed 
in a dream after all. 
Now if we coucsde 
th at tha state of dream ing is produced by 
the nervous condition of the dreamer, anil 
th at dreams in a degree 
represent th at 
condition, we m ust suppose tn at if tte y 
have any meaning, and there are many 
things th at point in th at direction, th at 
meaning m ust relate to the dream er ex­ 
clusively. 
B ut here we are m et by the 
fact th at a man dreams of all the world 
and everything in it except his nervous 
system, and I presume he never knowingly 
dreams of that. 
Now I contend th at no real seeker after 
tru th ought to stop here disheartened be­ 
cause the scientists say he can go no far­ 
ther, but th at instead he should examine 
these phenomena still more closely, and, 
since he can make nothing of these by or­ 
dinary methods, he should try and see if 
they do not symbolize the tru th he is 
seeking. 
A t once a thousand instances 
almost will occur. 
And here let me m en­ 
tion one th at is invariable. 
In every case 
of dream ing during nervous prostration, if 
not 
tem porarily excited, 
the 
dream er 
dreams of being in low places. 
Tnis is 
universal and can not be contradicted w ith 
truth. 
So far I have stated facts and 
argued from premisee known to others as 
well as myseif. 
Now I will state what 1 
believe to be facts drawn from my own in­ 
vestigations. 
The m e a iiig of all drtsm s 
is from a source cutaice tha mind of the 
dreamer, and relates to the condition of 
the dream er exclusively. 
All object?, p er­ 
sonalities, 
actions and words symbolize 
that condition and have no other meaning. 
In a word, there is first yourself, the ego, 
the m in d ; next the earth on which you 
exist ; the life ascending and descending 
always ; the sea which signifies prostra­ 
tion, im becility and death ; w ater an y ­ 
where signifies weakness. Everything tin t 
grows out of the earth th at yon see in 
dreams relates to the nerves. 
Houses are 
nervous states, 
if built of wood, into 
which you enter or not. 
Tney may be 
near you and still you may not go in 
them . 
They are probably mesmeric. 
I 
never dreamed of being in a brick or stone 
building but once, and then I was quite 
sick w ith a disordered liver. 
All person­ 
alities, w hether mule or female, are parts 
of your own nature and represent quali­ 
ties or principles.

This list m ight be 
extended indefinitely. 
B at I prefer to 
stop here, merely stating th at the moral 
law never loses its force in understanding 
a dream. 
Darkness is darkness viewed 
from any side, and all dark-complexioned 
principles are to be contended against 
when awake. 
The high is high and the 
low is low. 
Your feet are your lower 
parts morally speaking, and beware if yon 
dream much of them. 
Now I have stated what I believe to be 
true. 
Any person after reading w hat I 
have w ritten eaD, w ith their known nerv­ 
ous condition as a basis and bearing the 
principle in mind th at I have stated, de­ 
cide upon its tru th or falsity as soon almost 
aa they awake from their next distinct and 
remembered dream. 
I think people re­ 
member all there is of a dream oftencr 
than they think they do. 
Sensation has 
nothing 
to 
do 
w ith understanding a 
dream ; it however points to the princi­ 
ples in motion.

spots are best removed by so a p ; stains 
from oil colors, as a rule, do not resist the 
action of a m ixture of soap and caustic 
potash. 
It spots i f tar nr axle grease are 
unaffected by soap, they will usually yield 
to the solvent action of benzine (so-called), 
ordinary' ether, or of butter, which may 
afterward be removed with soap and wa­ 
ter. 
For ink-stains, diluted hydrochloric 
acid, which m ust subsequently be care­ 
fully washed out, will generally he found 
effectual. 
For the same purpose oxalic 
acid or salts of sorrel (hydrogen potassium 
oxalate) may also be employed, and that 
most economically, in fine powder to be 
sprinkled over the stains and moistened 
w ith boiling water. 
Toe action of these 
solvents may be hastened by gently rub­ 
bing. or, still better, by placing th esta icrd 
portion of 
the fabric in contact with 
metallic tin. 
If there is much iron rust to 
be removed, Dyer’s tin salt (stannous chlo­ 
ride) will perform the work at less expense 
than the oxalic acid compound. 
Aoother 
solvent 
for 
such 
stains consists of 
a 
m ixture of tw o parts argol with one part 
powdered alum, 
Beams caused by red 
wine, white wine and fruit juices in gen­ 
eral are treated successfully w ith salts of 
sorrel or with a solution of hypochlorite of 
soda. 
The latter especially must he care­ 
fully removed when the ends have been 
attained. 
A nother well-tried plan, when 
space is available, is to spread the stained 
fabric on the ground in the open air, smear 
the spots w ith soap, and sprinkle ground 
potash or common salt upon them . 
W ater 
is added, and replaced when lost by evap­ 
oration. 
A fter two or three hours’ ex­ 
posure, the whole fabric may be washed, 
and will be usually freed from its stain9.

It would seem by recent dispatches, and 
also from other information received upon 
the subject, th at the foot and m onth dis­ 
ease, which, not w ithout apparent good 
reason, caused much alarm two weeks ago 
in the W estern States, has 
been fully 
proven to be not a contagious disease, aud 
but only resulting from local causes. 
A 
consultation was held a few days since 
upon the subject, at Neosba Falls, Kansas, 
where the greatest num ber of C3ttle were 
affected w ith the malady. 
There partici­ 
pated in the consultation and investigation 
such eminent veterinary surgeons as Dr. 
Beattie, C hicago; 
Dr. D. 
E 
Salmon, 
Veterinary for the D epartm ent of Agri­ 
culture, W ashington ; Dr. M qTrorabower, 
Sterling, 111.; Dr. Geo. C. Faville, Colorado 
S 'ate Agricultural College ; 
Dr. E 
E 
Hazzard, an old Scotch surgeon, now of 
Lexington K y .; Dr. H arris, Lexington, 
K y., and Dr. S'.ocker, of Iowa. 
After a 
fail and quite lengthy investigation and 
consideration it ws aestablished beyond all 
doubt th at it was the eating of ergot in the 
food which caused the BO-called foot and 
m outh disease. 
Dr. Salmon, a? soon as he 
eaw the cattle, thought it was ergot, 
and proceeded to examine the hay. 
This 
had not been done before. 
It was found 
to contain a lirge amount of rye, which 
was full of ergot. 
The surgeons ad stated 
th at they never saw one tw entieth part as 
much ergot in the same quantity ef feed. 
Tne theory is th at the ergot, by contract­ 
ing the blood vessels and otherwise retard ­ 
ing the circulation in the extrem ities, 
caused the feet to freezs. 
This will prob­ 
ably end the excitem ent over the present 
disease. 
Although it proves now not to 
have been a contagious malady, the people 
affected by the apparent danger did right 
in taking prom pt and effective measures to 
know the truth. 
Upon finding a disease 
among their cattle which they did not 
understand, tie y reported it to the Gov­ 
ernor aud he applied to the general Govern­ 
m ent for the best skill they could furnish. 
The D epartm ent of Missouri sont an expert 
whom they fully 
recommended. 
The 
A gricultural D epartm ent at W ashington 
sent anothtr, and these, w ith the others 
named, have quickly solved the m ystery 
which apparently held a very threatening 
hand over the cattle interests of the W est 
and the country. 
A prominent gentleman who resides at 
Vacaville, referring to the article published 
in the 
R e c o k d - U n io n upon culture of 
wheat in India, sends the following letter 
w ritten from Paris recently to him by a 
man of great observation and experience 
in both the old and new worlds : 
The 
w riter eeys : “ I t begins to look now as if 
the wheat interest? would not pay much 
longer. 
India is rapidly growing to be a 
great wheat country, and the general cost 
of labor and living there is so very low 
th at it may drive California clear out of 
the w heat-exporting business. 
Ten years 
ago India made her first shipm ent to E u­ 
rope, exporting 1,500 000 bushels. 
Last 
year it had grown to 55,000,000 bushels. 
There are common stocks of wbeat at all 
the centers, and with a fair crop in Europe 
next year w heat 
m ust 
be very low. 
So take my advice and engage in nothing 
upon a wheat basis. 
It is strange, too, 
th at here ia England there is less wheat 
raised every year and less persons engaged 
in agriculture. 
Last year there were but 
1,383,000 persons engaged in it in Eng­ 
land, being but one in tw enty of the popu­ 
lation, and 31 per cent, less than tw enty 
years ago.” This bears ont the view which 
has been held by the R e c o r d U n i o n , and 
while the ellect of the increased cultiva­ 
tion of wheat in India may not speedily 
bring about a m arked change in the profits 
heretofore made by wheat growers in Cal­ 
ifornia, the tendency will be in th at direc­ 
tion, and the part of wisdom is to thought­ 
fully consider the situation, and aa time 
and changes render one industry lesB re­ 
munerative, to turn to more varied m eth­ 
ods of husbandry, and in all cases gradu­ 
ally adopting such new products or indus­ 
tries as shall be best suited to soil, locality 
aud m arket demands. 
In the official report of R. B. Blowers, 
of the V iticultural Commission, he gives 
the following information concerning the 
tariff upon the grape industry. 
H e says : 
“ I wish to call your attention to the un­ 
fortunate condition of the rai-.iu industry 
in reference to the tariff. 
The duty on im­ 
ported raisins, owmg probably to a want 
of information cn the part of our legis­ 
lators, was reduced to 2 cents per pound. 
Form erly toe industry was inadequately 
protected by a duty of 2[ cents per pound 
on raisins, and 1 cent per pound on seed­ 
less raisins. 
The 
U D j u s t discrimination 
against the raisin interest can be better 
seen in coniDarison w ith more favorably 
protected viticultural pursuit*. 
Tne fol­ 
lowing comparisons which I make are not 
to antagonize interests, but rather th at 
ail 
viticulturists 
should 
recognize 
the 
injustice 
of 
our 
inadequate 
protec 
tion, and assist in removing the same. 
Une ton of grs.pes made into rai.-ius is 
protected by a duty of $13 33 ; one ton of 
grapes made into seedless raisins is pro­ 
tected by a duty of less than $6 ; one ton 
of grapes made into still wines in cask3 is 
protected by a duty of 870 ; one ton of 
grapes made into sparkling wine is pro­ 
tected by a duty of S3—6 62 ; or one ton 
of grapes made into sparkling wine is pro­ 
tected by a duty nearly twenty-five times 
greater than if made into raisins. 
During 
the past few weeks petitions have been 
circulated throughout the State, num er­ 
ously signed, and sent to our representa, 
tives at W ashington, explaining the ne­ 
cessities of the raisin-grower. 
The move­ 
m ent has n u t with the approbation of the 
ent re commercial as well as viticultural 
classes, and the weli-wishes of those who 
delight in the prosperity of the whole 
S tate.” 


The beet fertilizer in use in setting fruit 
trees of ail kinds is partially or thoroughly 
decomposed chip dirt. 
We made use of 
the m aterial for the first time some tw enty 
years ago In planting an apple orchard, and 
it was a wonder to those not in the secret 
w hat caused the trees to make such a fine 
grow th the first season, and afterwards, 
too, for th at m atter. 
This experiment was 
so satiflictory th at when wo set our new 
orchard we made a liberal use of this ma­ 
terial w ith the same satisfactory result. 
These triáis have proved to onr satisfaction 
th at chip d irt is the very best materia! to 
mix in the sod as you plant the tree th at 
can possibly be used, for the reason th at it 
holds moisture and is full of the elements 
of plant food ; therefore, it promotes the 
most luxuriant, 
natural 
and 
healthy 
growth. 
Repeated trials have satisfied me 
that a tree is not only more sure to live, but 
will make double the growth the first year 
(especially if a dry seasop)if some bushels 
of chip dirt are properly used in its setting, 
than it would w ithout it. 
A single trial 
will convince the most skeptical th at the 
best possible use which can be made of this 
valuable m aterial is to apply it to soil in 
planting trees, in order to push forward the 
tree daring the first precarious stages of 
its grow th.—[Placer Herald. 


Speaking of the best kind of fruit trees 
to plant for profit, tae Sunta B rrbara Prt-n 
say s: 
“ Already farmers are becoming 
afraid of the apricot. 
The fruit fashion 
is setting tow ard prunes. 
Long-headed 
nurserym en are beginning to think that 
th e nectarine will be the popular fruit 
after prunes have had their prominence, 
and are looking out for the best nectarine 
buds. 
Individual growers have in many 
cases unsettled opinions concerning fruits 
in general and in particular.” 
The same 
paper says further, concerning fruit-grow­ 
ing in general: “ W e are told by conserva­ 


tive men who are in a position to know the 
actual state of things, th at of the fruit- 
trees now planted in California only one- 
eighth are in bearing. 
The increase in 
fruit produced for the next few years m ust 
therefore be enormous. 
W e are *l?o told 
by men snpposed to know th at the people 
needed to take care of this fruit are not 
now in our State. 
And therefore some 
deduce from this that the fruit busruess 
has seen its best days. 
I t w<!l be over­ 
done. 
Orchard property will depreciate. 
The frnit interest wi 1 stagnate.” 
Among the instances cited as to the 
profit of raising French prunes ia this 
county, near this city, a gentleman with 
sixty-three trees, four years eld, sc 1 i $480 
worth of dry prunes. 
A nother case is re­ 
ported at Healdsburg. 
From an acre of 
French prunes were dried and sold -81,374 
worth. 
I t is commonly estim ated ta t 
there is a cl?ar profit of $10 to a tree for 
the fiist ten years.—[Sonoma Democrat.

It was a very amusing debate.

see no one single good quality in the other. 
The vast m ajority of the musically uncul­ 
tivated went in for G erster heart aud soul, 
m o stly .it seemed, because she emilsd at 
the audience and accepted encores, and 
also because she has a way of taking her 
high notes th at draws attention to the fact 
th at they are very high—and so they are— 
and singularly pure and clear. 
8be slack­ 
ens the tempo a little and gently and gin- 
geily knocks out the note, a clear head 
tone, b ut there is not the impression of 
power and volume, of depth of lungs and 
arched soft palate th at Madame 
P atti’s 
sustained notes give to any one who has 
ever attem pted the study of voice culture, 
or knows in w hat it consists. 
It ia su r­ 
prising to find the lighter voice in the am ­ 
ply molded G erster, and the more resonant 
in the daintily proportioned Patti. 
P a tti’s 
great trium ph has been in the part of An- 
Detta in “ Crispino e la Comare.” 
Sue 
fairly radiated magnetism, was sparkling, 
light and bewitching. 
She did ner beat 
and conquered her public. 
Saturday evening, P atti's A nnetta, fin­ 
ished the season proper. 
Then Colonel 
Mapleson announced aa extra season of a 
week, during which there will be a P atti 
concert at the pavilion, and now the fickle 
public avows itself bored. 
It has had its 
grand oper3, “ now take it away, Colonel 
M apleson.” 
Tnere ia no rush for seats; 
the audiences, of course, are large, but 
critics in such m atters pretend to discover 
th at the beauty and talent and culture aud 
costuming are of au inferior order, second 
cut, as it were. 
The creamy foam has 
died off th e g o ilit ; let him drink now who 
will. 
Another instance of fickleness is notice 
able this season 
the decline of San lla 
fael. 
There was an hour when the name 
of San Rafael was the shibboleth of exclu­ 
sive utternese. 
To pronounce it San Ra- 
fell was old fogyish—San Rafail via? a 
trifle better ; but whoso tutored bis or­ 
gans of speech to pronounce the sacred 
spot San Ra-fa el, with a slight gasp, to 
m ark the hiata3 between the two last syl­ 
lables, he indeed was baptized with the 
chrism of society’s most essential oil ; he 
had probably dined, lunched or ridden 
there, and was correspondingly respected. 
It was once my happiness to hear one of 
the MasscchUBett’s W icthrops eay of Na- 
hant— “ N ahaut will always he a Boston 
place,” w ith the short sound of o in Bos­ 
ton, if you please, and the air of one satis­ 
fied with the outlook for N ahaut in all futu­ 
rity. 
So it was th at the best and loveliest 
of the San Franciscans were wont to regard 
San Rafael. 
This season, however, even aa Sidney 
Sm ith had heard a man speak disrespect­ 
fully of the equator, so m urmurs slighting 
to S in Rafael have bee» wafted abroad; it 
has even been called unhealthy, and the 
seekers after pure air and rnrai m irth have 
migrated in a body to Sauceht o.

lito.” 
Mr. llow eon’s taste was sound. 
Jn 
a general destruction it would be well to 
save Saucelito, which is a very pretty 
place and exceedingly sought this spring. 
The soj ourn of Pere H yacinthe among U3 
is interesting all sorts of people, ecclesias­ 
tically given and otherwise. 
A t T rinity 
Church—the largest Episcopal Church in 
the city— Pere H yacinthe spoke on Sunday 
to the largest audience that has ever been 
in the church. 
The odd sight was pre­

spondent. under date of M arch S.h, says : 
Above the rumble of the Parliam entary 
m achinery and excitem ent over the war 
in Egypt, is heard once more the noise of 
the atrocious dynam itards.

wrath, has not been known in England for 
many a year.

INSECT PESTS— AN ANNOUNCEMENT. 
.Mr. Mathew Cooke, the accomplished 
and practical entomologist, late Chief 
Executive Horticultural Officer of the 
State, has been added to the R ec o rd - 
U n io n corps. Mr. Cooke will devote his 
attention to holticulture, and insect pests 
Injurious to fruit, vines and grains on this 
coast. He will visit the various sections 
of she Stats, and regularly contribute on 
theBe subjects to the R e c o rd U n io n at 
east one practical article each week. 
These will appear in the W e e k ly U n io n 
as well as the D a ily R e c o rd U nion . Mr. 
Cooke’s department will embrace horti­ 
cultural subjects generally, and will especi­ 
ally be devoted to remedies for insect 
pests, reports of new discoveries in eco­ 
nomic entjmology, the experience of grain, 
grape and fruit-growers, and the results of 
efforts to exterminate peats threatening 
varied earth growth. Mr. Choke’s ex­ 
tended experience, his acknowledged great 
service in the past, and hia wide recogni­ 
tion as a practical entomologist and micro- 
scopist, will make his addition to this 
corps of especial value to our readers. His 
first report appears to-day, and concerns 
the discovery of the advent of the Hessian 
3y in California grain fialds. It will be 
found to be a paper full of historical inter­ 
est, and of practical value to all agricult­ 
urists, and its importance is enhanced by 
the series of illustrations with which it is 
accompanied. 


AGRICULTURAL EXPERIMENT STATIONS. 
There is before Congress again the old 
hill for the establishment of agricultural 
experiment stations. The bill ehould pass, 
and California ehould have one or more of 
the stations. Indeed, if the law is en­ 
acted. it may be taken for granted that 
one of the locations will be made iu this 
State, for tho reason that no test of sgri. 
cultural growth at any Eastern station will 
1 e of the slightest value to the agricult­ 
urists of this coast. Such experimental 
stations as have been maintained here by 
other than Federal enterprise (and some 
farms are experiment stations) have proved 
of the greatest importance to our people. 
The agricultural department of the State 
University is an experimental station, and, 
by suggesting the right crops, has given to 
the State twice a hundred dollars of prac­ 
tical benefit for every dollar of actual out­ 
lay by the State in aid of the department 
In many parts of our State the people are 
raising crops less profitably than in others, 
simply because of lack of knowledge of 
the experience of each other. It must be 
clear to any intelligence that it is folly for 
two or three thousand tillers aud growers 
to be spending each considerable amounts 
in experimenting with varied growth, 
when one or two experiment stations 
could for a very few dollars apply the test 
for all. So it is to be 6een that experi­ 
ment stations are directly promotive of 
economy, and jnst so far as they save cost 
and time to the farmer, they advance him 
upon the path of successful agriculture, 
and save him the loss, mortification and 
discouragement incident to unprofitable ex­ 
periments. 
The bill of Mr. Holmes, of Iowa, was be­ 
fore Congress last year, under the author­ 


ship of Mr. Carpenter. It provides in brief 
that for the acquisition and diffusion 
among the people of nseful information on 
subjects connected with agricnltnre in the 
most general sente of that word, and to 
procure, propagate and distribute new and 
valuable seeds and plants, there shall be 
established in connection with the agricult­ 
ural colleges of the States national experi­ 
ment stations, with an Improved farm at­ 
tached to each. The bill then reads : 
It shall be the object and design of the said na­ 
tional experiment stations to conduct ori&inal re­ 
searches or verify reported experiments cn the 
physiology of plants and animals, the diseases to 
which they are severally subject, with the remedies 
for the same ; the chemical composition of useful 
plants at their different stages of growth; the com­ 
parative advantages of rotative croppings as pur­ 
sued under a varying series of crops ; the capacity 
of new plants of trees for acclimation within the 
isothermal limits represented by the climate of the 
several stai ions and their vicinity ; the analysis of 
soils and waters : the chemical composition f ma­ 
nures, natural or artificial, with experiments de­ 
signed to test their comparative values for raising 
crops of different kinds : the composition and ui- 
gestibi'itv of the different kinds of food for cattle ; 
the scientific and economic questions in the produ .- 
tion of butter and cheese ; and all other researches 
of experiments hcvring directly on the agricultural 
industry of the United States. The said experiment 
stations shall be placed under the general control of 
the Regent or Trustees of said agricultural col'eges, 
who Bhall have power to emplo. a Professor for 
each agricultural college, who shall act as superin 
tendent of the ex|»eriment stations established under 
this Act. The said Pr. fessors si.nil make such ri. ports 
to the Commissioner of Agriculture from time to time 
as he may direct. The general character of the work 
and of the experiments to be performed at each eta. 
tion shall be determined by the Commissioner of 
Agriculture, the President of the college where the 
station is located, and the Professor in charge of 
said station. To each agricultural college providing 
for experiment stations under this Act, to pay the 
Silaries of the Professors and Superintendents of 
the said experiment stations, the wages of the labor­ 
ers employed in their operations, and the cost of the 
experiments and researches connected with their 
conduct as heretofore s()ecified, the sum of fifteen 
thousand dollars is appropriated, or so much thereof 
as may he'neceesary to cover expeuditures actually 
made for said purposes ; the monev to be drawn 
quarterly from the Treasury of the United States, 
upon a certified statement of the amounts actually 
expended at each station, prop, rly indorsed by the 
college Hoard of Audit, the Professor in charge aud 
the Commissioner of Agriculture. That upon the 
passage of the Act, before the agricultural college 
iu any St.te can draw any funds as provided, the 
Legislature of such State shall pass an Act accept­ 
ing such trust, and agreeing to conduct an experi­ 
ment station in accordance therewith. 
Of course no one in California will, if 
the b 11 passes, raise the slightest objection 
to a bill before the next Legislature accept­ 
ing the trust. To do so would prove the 
objector an eneiny to the best interests of 
the peonía of this State. Presidents Ab. 
lntt of Michigan, Peabody of Illinois, 
Chadbourn of Massachusetts, Lee of Mis­ 
sissippi and Knapp of Iowa, were Ixst year 
appointed by the Convention of Agricult­ 
ural and Mechanical Colleges called to­ 
gether by Commissioner Loring, a commit­ 
tee to have the bill outlined in charge and 
to present the subject to the people. 
We do not deem it necessary to advance 
any extended argument in favor of the 
scheme. It appears to us to carry its 
favor upon its face. The system of scien­ 
tific experting has been demonstrated of 
the highest value in Europe. In the United 
States our prosperity largely depends upon 
agriculture, and upon eliminating from it 
the uncertainties of production, yet we 
have not given the attention necessary to 
developing by the most economic methods 
the facts upon which agricultural success is 
dependent. 
Agricultural instruction is no part of the 
common school curriculum ; we do not fos­ 
ter in youths the desire to follow agricult­ 
ure as a pursuit ; we do not take steps to 
inform the farmers of the facts of scientific 
discovery as to their own soil, but leave 
them to experiment separately and dis­ 
tantly from each other, and by bitttr ex­ 
perience learn wisdom. 
We have great diversity of i límate, 
and bo we need d'versity of experimental 
stations ; the proof as to wheat, oats, bar­ 
ley, rye, fruit, vines, etc., in Ohio will 
prove of little value in California, less in 
Mississippi, and but little more in Maine 
or Oregon, while for the mid continent 
section it will be practically valueless. 
We should know by local experiments 
made by skilled men, just what seed is 
adapted to a particular section, and just 
what the difference in result is of given 
culture under varying conditions in widely 
separated as well as nearly related natural 
divisions of the country. 
There is little use to distribute seeds and 
plants unless it is done with intelligent 
reference to the requirements of the several 
localities and the climatic conditions of 
each. The domain of experiment is very 
wide and embraces, as a moment's thought 
will show, thousands of varieties of growth 
of grain, grasses, vines, plants, roots, 
herbs, fruit and ornamental trees, etc. 
Experiment stations, therefore, it will be 
seen, ehould be of several kinds, and so 
located as to test the particular growth 
alloted fur the benefit of sections of coun­ 
try similarly situated. 
In California, 
therefore, we should have at least three 
stations. One for the semi-tropical south, 
one for the central and coast valleys, and 
one for the foot-hill and upland region. 
These are aB distinct sections in a-1 the 
elements and influences that operate to 
encourage or discourage particular growth 
as if separated by oceans and many de. 
grees of longitude. But it is net probable 
we can secure the three, except the State 
itself shall establish two. But at the 
furthest we should have one, and that be 
so located as to advantage the greatest 
number.■ ■ ■ - -

THE MARCH OP JIUKICIPAL REFORM. 
The municipal reform entered upon in New 
York is of the highest importance to the 
whole country. The people of the entire 
nation will scrutinize the operation of the 
Roosevelt bill with keenest interest. The 
first bill, now law, gives the Mayor of New 
York city sole appointing power, and the 
supplemental bill yet to pass gives him the 
power to remove appointees. These are 
steps in a direction all cities must take 
sooner or later or else surrender the gov­ 
ernment to the boss element. We confess 
to surprise to find our San Francisco con­ 
temporary, the Call, finding fault with 
what it terms “ the one-manpower.” Its 
suggestion of error in the system amounts 
to this. If you vest such vast power in 
the hands of one man the vicioas element 
in politics may elect that one man. Or, as 
the Call puts it: “ The Roosevelt Act, 
giving the Mayor the power of selecting 
heads of departments without the consent 
of the Board of Aldermen, will present 
John Kelly the alternative of losing his 
hold on patronage or controlling the Mayor­ 
alty himself,” It adds: “ In signing the 
bill possibly the Governor has done the 
very thing Tammany desired him to do. 
Tammany holds the balancs of power be­ 
tween the two paities, not only in New 
York State, but in the city. If either 
party Ignores or antagonizes Tammany in 
making its nomination for Mayor, the de­ 
feat of that patty can be secured by an 
alliance witb the other party.” 
The snggestion of danger is completely 
answered by the fact that the Kelly rule, 
through ¡U control of the Aldermen, 


is cow complete. Kelly could have no more 
absolute power as Mayor than he now has 
as “ boas.” The new system cannot work 
more vicious results than the old, even if a 
bad man becomes Mayor. As the New 
York Post puts i t : “ No measure has passed 
the Legislature of recent years that is more 
full of hope for good popuUr government, 
xnd more full of gloom for the Johnnies 
and Mikes, than that just signed by Mr. 
Cleveland. It means that the city has en­ 
tered upon a new lease cf prosperity ; it 
gives at last an oppoitunity for a rational 
system of city government, instead of the 
patchwork of jobs private bills and 
‘deals’ that have hitherto passed unaer 
the name. It might we’l be cdebrated 
with the ringing of bells and tiring of 
cannon, in memory of the liberation of a 
great capital from a most disgraceful and 
humiliating oppression.” 
The ‘ rings ” and political mandarins 
have in all cities their seat of power in the 
old form of political machinery. It is now 
proposed to cast it aside and try better 
methods to give the will of the people ex­ 
pression. As has been wtll aud forcibly 
Baid, cities are not in need of political 
management. “ W hat an inhabitant of a 
great city wants from his local government 
is not platforms or ‘ issues,’ or a vigorous 
foreign policy. Of all this he can get plenty 
elsewhere.” W hat he wants is business 
ability, common honesty and fair economy 
in administration. Whenever legislative 
power becomes an instrument for the de­ 
feat of good government, it should be lim­ 
ited, and the people should take to them­ 
selves the trusts heretofore reposed in 
elected representatives. The city govern­ 
ment of the future is dawuiog, and we 
sincerely believe it will shine in the full 
effulgence of purity in an early high noon. 


S03IAUÉM IN THE WEST. 
Socialists are very active in Chicago. 
An element has floated to and lodged in 
that city that appears to be taking root 
firmly and to wield much influence. On a 
recent Sunday in three different parts of 
the city lectures were delivered to large 
audiences in advocacy of the doctrine of 
socialism. The lecturers all proposed, ac­ 
cording to the Inter-Ocean, a Bystem that 
will “ abolish the landlord, the capitalist, 
the enterpriser, the emplojer and the 
money-lender, the merchant, the middle­ 
man, the corporation, the bank and the 
manufacturer, and so to give to every la­ 
borer the whole proceeds of his labor, with­ 
out any deduction being made for rent of 
land, interest on capital or profits of en­ 
terprise.” By a “ reformed ” suffrage sys­ 
tem these things are to be accomplished— 
all values in lands, railways and banks be 
obliterated except as to the men aud women 
who are to do the voting directing their 
disposition, control and employment. There 
is an utter denial of credit or property 
right to the capitalist who by use of his 
money puts the unemployed at work, or 
develops new labor or new avenues for 
1 abor. 
We have no fears that the workingmen 
of America will in any large numbers at­ 
tach themselves to any such doctrines, 
which are not at all new and have not pro­ 
gressed a particle from the position they 
occupied a hundred years ago. But it is 
unpleasant to note that the socialist class— 
almost exclusively foreigners, whose chief 
busiuess is to snail at government—is eo 
largely represented in the West. One of 
the Sunday speakers referred to was very 
enthusiastic in favor of the crushing out of 
railroad enterprises, the legal fettering of 
landlords, the exclusion of ail foreign capi­ 
tal, limitation of lxnd ownership, a pro- 
giessive txx on incomes, and a limitation 
of the capacity to inherit, all in excess of 
a fixed sum going to the common treasury. 
These utterances were loudly applauded. 
The hearers appeared to be uoable to real 
ize that in an even start made to­ 
day of ail meD, each one being equipped as 
is his neighbor, atill in a brief time the en­ 
ergy and skill, and provident disposition of 
the few would absoib tae shares of the 
many. 
This capitalization woull then 
represent the lxbor, the skill aud the wis­ 
dom of those on whom it centered, and 
most largely the improvidence, laziness 
and unwisdom of all the others. It would 
represent, it is true, to some extent, ad­ 
vantage taken of the unskillful b> the 
skillful, of the wise over the unwise ; but 
the principle remains that it would repre­ 
sent ownership, and without which there 
can be given uo stimulus to labor. 
The organization of industry is as im­ 
portant to labor as the oppoituuity for 
labor itst If, and those, as has been well 
said, who organize industry secure the 
larger reward, “ because those who try to 
do so and fail, keep losing their invest­ 
ments in behalf of those who succeed; so 
those who keep on succeeding become the 
residual y depositaries of the losses of all 
tlie previous failures—and because there 
alwavs has been and must be fewer organ­ 
izers of industry, than possible laborers iu 
the fields of industry.” 
As labor is practically impossible with­ 
out capital, the socialistic assaults upon 
the ambition to possess, and which with all 
men has a starting point at nothing, be­ 
come assaults upon labor possibilities and 
opportunities. 
The thoughtful in indus­ 
trial fields know very well that labor is 
most benefited, and the opportunities for it 
the broadest where capital and property 
are assured of protection from the assaults 
of tnose who wculd cripple enterprise and 
industrial ambition. In a republic like 
ours, where capital is the possibility for 
every man, and labor is its closest kin, 
there is least reason for arraying it as an 
enemy to industry. As Sumner puts it, 
capital represents but supervision of organ­ 
ized Industry. There is no possible great 
progress without tne use of great capital, 
and of necessity it muBt be used by the 
great organizers, since it is impossible to 
advance and at: 11 set the metes and bounds 
of the capacity of the organizers, aud say 
to them : Labor still for the good of 
mankind; contribute still to the common 
support of organized society ; but the prof­ 
its you make, the accumulations you 
gather shall be given to those who have 
not your ability to gain. 


APPRECIATION o f g e n iu s. 
Commenting upon the death of John 
Richard Green, the historian, a San Fran­ 
cisco contemporary suggests that his tak­ 
ing off in the middle stage of life, and jus 
as the genius of his intellect began to be 
fully appreciated by the world, and when 
the great work of his life was opening be­ 
fore him, suggests it as an exam­ 
ple of waste of genius due to indi­ 


vidual perversity, or the hard and nc- 
favorable conditions of modern life. Green 
went down in comparatively early life, be­ 
cause his delicate physical organization was 
unequal to the task hiB intellect imposed, 
and because so much of his energy was ex­ 
pended in efforts to better a class of man­ 
kind that really could not tally appreciate 
his humanitarisnism—as popularly defined. 
But we are not agreed with those who at­ 
tribute his early physical decline to the 
hard conditions of modern life. Modern 
life stimulates genius, and is quick to rec­ 
ognize it. We can find nothing in Green's 
life to indicate that he was unappreciated. 
Recognition of his powers came as timely 
as could be expected. The world is not slow 
to welcome high intellectual worth. For it is 
not to be expected that it will drag genius 
forth, when it purposefully hides itself 
from view. When it presents itself for its 
due, it generally receives quick recognition. 
This age is more ready in that respect than 
those in which the great intellectual lights 
of past centuries burned. If Green wast d 
some of his earlier years in the expendi­ 
ture of his abilities upon the betterment 
of a class of people who did not discover 
the great jewel of his worth, it was not 
the 
fault of an appreciative world, 
for no sooner did he claim its at­ 
tention, 
than 
he 
received 
the 
heartiest approval. 
There are lives 
wasted because of mis direction of genius, 
but surely the world cannot therefore be 
charged with these failures. Neither can 
it be justly laid at the door of mankind 
that many great minds overleap the 
bounds of physical endurance. It is ad 
mitted in the criticism referred to that 
Green, from early youth, was of delicate 
physique, and while more than zealous in 
historical studies aDd researches, so mod­ 
est and retiring was he that he could 
scarcely be induced by intimates to trust 
his “ Short History of the English 1’eo 
pie” to the press. Yet no sooner was it 
sent forth than it met with universal 
favor, and the commendations and rewards 
of his genius could scarcely have been 
more ample. From that day there was no 
lack of appreciation. Few modern books 
have had such a victory. His subsequent 
works but augmented his popularity, and 
in a remarkably brief time he was the sub­ 
ject of intellectual plaudits wherever the 
English tongue is spoken. That his assi­ 
duity exceeded his physical capacity testi­ 
fied to the tiDe grain of his powers and the 
demands of his great genius. But how 
can it be said that the world is at fault for 
his decay ? Genius very often is ill-mated 
with the material part, and seldom indeed 
can the world equalize the disproportion. 
In the case of the historian, Green, the 
world of intellect has nothing with which 
to reproach itself, and if “ material aid ” 
did not afford him earlier the means by 
which to manifest his genius, it is very 
difficult to see why it should be charged to 
want of appreciation, since a too retiring 
disposition and over-modest ambition pre­ 
vented the extension of that aid which a 
bolder nature would have commanded. 


THE HESSIAN FLY. 


AN 
INVESTIGATION 
OF ITS 
DEPRE­ 
DATIONS IN CALIFORNIA, 


Bistory and Description of the Invading 
Enemy — The Remedies and 
Action Recommended. 


TEE PATTI CRAZE. 
Evidently the people at the East are 
very much amused at the excited etite into 
which the San Francisco public has worked 
itself over the superb vocal.st, Adelina 
l’atti. The n.etropthtacs at the E.st have 
had so many celebrities at command, that 
they do not lose their heads when such a 
one as “ The Diva ” comes along, as do we 
on these distant shores, which are less fre­ 
quently favored by the great men and 
women of dramatic and lyric art. Accord­ 
ing to the New York papers the Califor- 
mans have been bled at a lively rate be­ 
cause they were unfamiliar with the 
resources of modern operatic campaigning, 
and of the inexhaustitla ingenuity ofj Mr. 
Manager Mapleson in particular. The New 
York Post in an amused tone editorially 
refers to the “ crush " at the doors of the 
Grand Opera House at Sin Francisco, the 
filling of every niche of that spacious edi- 
lice, and the arrest of Mapleson for per­ 
mitting seats in the aisles, and his release 
on bail. It adds, with caustic humor, that 
“ it was a grave mistake to let him out on 
any terms, for so long aa he is at large, and 
is granted unrestricted freedom of speech, 
the city is in constant peril.” From all 
which we conclude that the New Yorkers 
are quietly laughing over the ease with 
which a skil ed manager has worked the 
San Francisco public up to the highest 
pitchjof operaticfrenzy, by methods against 
which the more experienced Eisterncrs are 
nearly proof—in short, they evidently bs- 
lieve that the arrest of Mapleson was but 
a shrewd advertising dcdge. 


SHOULD BS ENFORCED. 
If, as is asserted, hydraulic miners who 
have been enjoined from operating to the 
detriment of the tributiries of the rivers, 
are at work in contempt of the injunction 
of the Court, they should hs proceeded 
against with vigor, and in such a spirit as 
should characterize all rebukes to lawless­ 
ness, 
There is no distinction between 
the open and notorious violator of a law 
enacted by the people, and the contemptu­ 
ous disregard of a solemn order of a Court 
of the people. The Court interprets the 
law and commands offenders against it to 
cease tbeir infraction. If this command is 
disregarded, the dignity of the people is 
infringed, and the authority they set up to 
be respected and obeyed is scorned. The 
men who are engaged iu hydraulic mining, 
and have been enjoined to cease therefrom, 
it is sincerely to be hoped will not give 
cause for invoking againet them the pun­ 
ishment of the law for disregarding its 
mandates. This people are very loth to 
believe that the miners enjoined have dis­ 
regarded the injunction. 


THE BONDED EXTENSION BILL KILLED. 
As we believed would be the case, the 
Democracy has taken alarm and killed the 
spirit bonded extension bill. 
The only 
hope for its passage was reposed in the 
Democracy, but the leaders clearly saw 
that to go into the approaching campaign 
with such a load would crush the party- 
before the polls opened. The purpose of 
the bill was bidden, for it was intended 
merely as a stepping-stone to the next act 
in the programme, the abolition of the 
whisky tax in toto. 
This remission 
would have deprived the Government of 
money that is its due. It can only be lost 
by direct gift to tbe spirit manufacturers. 


T he silence of the semi-official press of Germany- 
on the transfer of Mr. Sarsrcnt, clearly- indicates that 
Bismarck docs not look upon our Minister’s removal 
to St. Petersburg as complimentary to Germany, 
though that it was intended as 
rsbuke, there is 
no warrant for believing.

This insect, which has been snch a 
scourge in nearly every wheat-growing dis­ 
trict in the LTnited States east of the Rocky 
Mountains, has gained a foothold in one of 
tbe wheat-growing districts of this State, 
which, to say the least, is a Bubject worthy 
of the serious consideration of wheat- 
growers. 
Dr. S. L. Mitchell, of New 
York, writing of the damage done by the 
Hessian Hy in the commencement of the 
present century, affirmed that “ it is more 
formidable to us than would be an army of 
20,000 Hessians, or of any other 20,000 
hirelings supplied with all the implements 
of war. 1 O? the various insect pests which 
have infested the grain fields of this coun­ 
try, there is no other which has received so 
much attention from the newspapers, agri­ 
cultural magazines and scientific journals, 
as the Hessian fly. Indeed, the space as­ 
signed to the description of this species 
may be eaid to be so voluminous that, if it 
could be collected, it would make a large 
library. 
WHERE IT CAME FROM. 
At the present time, as but little is 
known of its natural hist >ry in this State, 
the aim of this article will be iu part to 
extract information from the various ac­ 
counts which have been published in rela­ 
tion to this pest iu the older States, and, in 
addition, to give such information as has 
been 1 -arned of its appeirance and spread 
in California. As to whether this pest is 
indigenous to this country has occasioned a 
great deal of discussion. However, it is 
generally conceded to oe aa importation 
from Europe. It was introduced on Staten 
Island and Lang Island, N. Y., by the 
Hessian and Waldecker soldiers, who ar­ 
rived at Staten Island on the 25:b of Au­ 
gust, 177b, direct from Hesse Cassel. and 
on the 20 h were sent to Elathusb, Long 
Island. General Howe had selected that 
part of Lang Rland “ on account of its fer­ 
tility in wheat and all other corn, »nd was 
deemed almost equal alone to the mainten 
ance of an army.” As this insect was un­ 
known in this country anterior to the Rev­ 
olutionary War, and from the manner in 
which it was introduced (by the Hessian 
soldiers) it received the popular name of 
the Hessian fly, 
ITS SPREAD IN THIS COUNTRY. 
The following dates represent the years 
in which it first appeared in the following 
States : 1770 to 17i>5. New York ; 17S0, 
New Jersey and Pennsylvania ; 1790, Del­ 
aware and Maryland ; 1707, first appear­ 
ance west of the Alleghany Mountains ; 
1S01, Virginia ; 1815, Canada ; 1S33, Con­ 
necticut ; 1S4Ü, North Carolina aud Ohio ; 
1 bio, Michigan ; lb-14. Indiana, Illinois, 
Wisconsin and Iowa ; LSI I), Georgia ; 1850, 
Vermont; 1S52, Mame; 1SG0, Minnesota; 
1S6S, Tennessee; 1S09, Missouri; 1S70, 
Kentucky; 1871, Kansas, West Virginia 
and South Carolina : 1S72, Arkansas ; 1S7G, 
Texas ; 1S78 or 1S79, California. 
From what is written of the Hessian fly, 
it may be said that wheat districts attacked 
by it are wholly destroyed within a year 
or two after its appearance, and that it 
continues its depredations for several 
years, when it disappears from the local­ 
ity, but is liable to reappear at any time. 
For instance, the State of New York waB 
nearly free from this pest from 1S03 to 
1S10, from 1S10 to 1817, from 1S17 to 1831, 
from 1831 to 1835, from 1S3G to 1840, from 
1S47 to 1S49, from 1S50 to 1S54. from 1S54 
to 1S71, from 1S7I to 1S77. The years 
that the greatest damage was done (in New 
York State) were 1779, 1817, 1S45, 1846, 
1S47 and 1877. 
DESCRIPTION OF THIS FLY PEST. 
The Hessian fly belongs to the Order 
Díptera, and family Tijntledve, and is a 
diminutive species, resembling the crane- 
flies or daddy-long-legs. It was first de­ 
scribed by Mr. Shay, and given by him the 
scientific name Cecidomijia destructor.

The female fly (Fig. 1, showing natural 
siz"-) measures about one-tenth of an inch 
in length ; expanse of wings, about ooc- 
fourth of an in 
head globular ; color 
black ; antenrse about half as long as the 
body, and composed of sixteen points 
(some writers say seventeen), each point 
distinct, oval in form, and is clothed with 
a number of hairs ; they resemble a string 
of beads ; thorax, blackish ; abdomen, 
blackish, with tawny yellowish markings ; 
wings dusky, not transparent, with a tine 
fringe around the edges. 
THE EGGS, AND WHERE DEPOSITED, 
The eggs are deposited in the creases of 
the upper surface of the blades cf the 
young wheat plant, and measure about 
one-fiftieth of an meh in length ; are cylin­ 
drical in form and rounded at the ends ; 
color, pale red, and in number vary from 
one to twenty on a leaf ; the number de­ 
posited in one place varying from one to 
tive. 
THE LARVA, AND ITS HABITS. 
The young larv:e are hatched in from 
four to six days from the time the eggs are 
deposited on the leaves, and creep down 
the leaf until they reach the joint below, 
which in young wheat is at the crown of 
the root. They fasten themselves to the 
stalk, head downwards, and live upon the 
sap. After locating on the stalk of the 
plant, at the base of the sheath, the larva 
or maggot does not move aoy more. It 
soon loses its reddish color and becomes 
semi-transpareut ; when nearly full-grown 
the intestinal parts are a green coloi. The 
-v-Y-p-p-~£> larva is full-grown and 
ceases fesding in about 
Fig. 2. 
t jirty-tive days from the 
time it was hatched. It then changes to a 
bright brown color, when, it is said, it has 
entered the flax-seed state, or stage, length; 
when full-grown, ab >ut one-seventh of an 
inch ; breadth, about oue-sixteenth of an 
inch, 
THE FLAX SEED STATE. 
This stage of the insect’s existence may 
be termed the dormant larva state. The 
larva contracts itself, and gradually sepa­ 
rates fiom the outer skin, until it appears 
within the outer care or skin “ like the 
finger within a glove.” When the separa­ 
tion takes place the outer case or skin 
changes in color from the nearly trans­ 
parent white to a rich chestnut color, 
and, though not so Hit as a flax-seed, has a 
remarkable resemblance to it, from which 
the term flax seed state is derived. On 
carefully opening the outer skin or case, 
while the insect remains in the flax seed 
state, the larva is found within it, scarcely 
differing from what it was in appearance 
and color before entering this stage of its 
existence. 
It remains in the flax-seed 
state until ready to pupate (or, 
other 
words, to enter the pupa or chrysalis 
state). 
When the time arrives for 
its final 
transformations, it assumes 
the pupa form, in which it remains 
from ten to fourteen days. 
It then 
breaks throngh the puparinno or flax-seed 


case, and secures itself between the sheath 
of the leaf and the stalk. In this position 
the papa case or skin becomes dried, and 
cracks apart upon the back, near the head, 
from which the head and thorax of the 
perfect insect protrudes. It then gradually 
withdraws its antenna-, wings, legs, etc., 
from their respective oases, until entirely 
freed, and then, as a perfect insect, mounts 
the air in search of a location to propagate 
its kind.

Fig. 3 represents a young wheat plant. 
The portion of the plant at the right rep­ 
resents the appearance of a stalk of the 
plant infested by the larva or maggot of 
the Hessian fly ; the portion on tne left 
represents a healthy stilk growing from 
the same root. 
THE HESSIAN FLY IN CALIFORNIA. 
George W. Watson,’ living at Napa 
Junction, states that he first noticed the 
ravages of the Hessiar tly in 3 field near 
the California Pacific Riilroad, about four 
miles from Vallejo, Dearly six years ago ; 
also, that it appeared at Napa Junction, 
seven miles from Yall-jo, one year later. 
Mr. Browniee, residing at Crestón, eleven 
m iss from Vallejo, on the California Pa­ 
cific lliilroad, noticed it on his premises 
four years ago. There are other localities 
reported, hut all the infested lands may be 
bounded within the following lines : Com­ 
mencing at Vallejo and extending a line to 
Benicia ; from thence to Cordelia ; thence 
to Napa City : thence to Brown’s Valley, 
and then to Vallejo. The boundary lines 
inclosing this area will probably be from 4:7 
to 50 miles. It must be understood that it 
is not meant to Btate that all the wheat 
fields bounded by these lines are infested 
with the Heseian tly ; hut the lines are 
given from points where infested fields are 
reported in their vicinity. The wheat- 
growers in the vicinity of Napa Junction 
have had their crops seriously damaged 
since the pest made its appearance. Some 
of the lands infested in past years are sow n 
in oats and barley this seieon. A field be­ 
longing to Mr. Higgins was sown to wheat 
last year. 
THE CROP WAS SERIOUSLY DAMAGED 
By the fly this season ; it is sown in bar­ 
ley ; the larvae can be fouDd on many of 
the barley roots at the present time. Mr. 
Brownlee lost his crop of wheat in 1881 ; 
had a fair crop in 18S2, but in 1883 his 
crop on 320 acres was totally destroyed. A 
careful examination made this week of a 
part of the infested district showB that the 
pest is spreading rapidly ; and as it ha9 
been noted by Professors Riley, Thomas 
and others that unusually wet reasons were 
followed by au abundance of the Hessian 
flies, it may be expected that this pest will 
spread rapidly around the infested districts 
during the early part of the coming sum­ 
mer months. In order that the natural 
history of the Ile3sian tly may be fully un­ 
derstood, the agriculturists of the infested 
districts should carefully watch and keep 
data of the 
first appearance of the 
flies in the fall or spring months; 
also of the appearance of 
the sec­ 
ond brood, which is probably in April. 
This insect, as a general rule, passes 
through two generations annually. It has 
been mentioned that the first brood de­ 
posited their eggs npnn the loaves of the 
young wheat plant. The eggs of the sec- 
ODd brood are deposited on the leaves of 
the wheat during the latter part of the 
spring and early summer, aud are nurtured 
in the lower joints of the straw. 
A STALK INFESTED BY LARVAL 
Figure 4 represents a stalk 
infeited by larva- in the flax­ 
seed state, after the leaf had 
been torn off. 
Mr. Brown, 
lee states that he finished 
sowing a large tract of wheat 
December 31, 1SS0, which pro. 
duced a good crop. A large 
T ac t was sown iu February, 
1881, on the lands adjoining, 
which was totally destroyed. 
Grain sown in January, 
1882. produced a good crop. 
Yet 320 acres of wheat sown 
on adjoining lands in January, 1SS3, was 
totally destroyed. Mr. Brownlee has not 
sown any wheat this year, but has sown a 
large tract of barley, upon which no effects 
of the fly is thus far discovered. Mr. 
John WatsoD, residing at Napa Junc­ 
tion, 
had 
a field of wheat last 
year, which was seriously damaged 
by the Hessian tly. This season it is used 
aa a sheep pasture. An examination of 
the old stubble reveals many of the empty 
cases from which the perfect insects 
emerged early thia spring, hat several 
were found on the 27th inst., still in the 
flax.seed state, thus sbowing that the time 
when the transformations occur is not 
perfectly uniform, being varied by tho 
temperature, ststs of the weather, and 
perhaps other contingencies, so that some 
individual specimens may have their 
growth so much retarded from circum­ 
stances unfavorable to their development, 
as to require a whole year to complete their 
transformation. 
THE REMEDIES. 
The remedies found moat effective for 
the destruction of this grain pest are : 
First—Burning all stubble and straw im­ 
mediately after the grain is thrashed. 
From the examinations made on the prem. 
ises of John Watson, as mentioned above, 
it is evident tnat by burning tbe stubble 
and straw the greater part of the hibernat­ 
ing peats will be destroyed. Giain that will 
not pay for cutting should be burned in all 
cases, and the roots left in the ground 
should be plowed under. All stubble and 
grain left standing around fences in the in­ 
fested districts should be burned. 
Second—By grazing. Ab soon as it is 
noticed that the females of the first brood 
are depositing their eggs, sheep should be 
turned upon the field. They will crop off 
the leaves infested by eggs, and thus pre­ 
vent the eggs from hatcbing, and the grain 
will not be injured by such grazing. 
Third—Early sowing. From the experi­ 
ence of Mr. Brownlee, in 1SS1, early-sown 
grain escaped the ravages of the pest. 
Wheat which was sowu on November 7, 
1S83, and infested to some extent, the 
larwe being all full grown, and many in 
the tiix-aeed state—some empty cases were 
found from which the perfect insect had 
emerged—and yet the grain looked weil. 
Wheat that was sown on the 20lh of Feb- 
buary, the larx.-e about onetuird grown, 
but there is no hope of a crop of grain. 
Fourth — Fertilization. 
Writers men­ 
tioning this remedy have said: “ A rich 
soil is a safe guard which has been strongly 
urged by almost everyone who has written 
on the subject. Impoverished lands inva­ 
riably suffer most. A striking contrast, 
even, may very often be perceived in dif­ 
ferent parts of the same field. Indeed, 
the farmers themselves in districts whore 
the fly has prevailed have all learned by 
experience that it is only upon fertile rands 
that it will pay to sow wheat. 
Ezra 
L’Hommedieu long ago intimated that the 
appearance of the Hessian fly on Long 
Island was a blessing, instead of a curse, by 
driving the farmers to manure their 


lands. Hence, a rich soil enables the plant 
to elaborate a sufficient amount of fluids 
for its own sustenance, in addition to that 
which is abstracted from it by a few of 
these insects.” 
I ifth—-That there are some varieties of 
neat that escape with little injury th ere 
little room for doubt. Iu conclusio n. I 
will say that further investigations wil 1 be 
made and results given.

Sergeant Barwick reports : The total rain­ 
fall for the present month to date is S. 14 
inches, and it now ranks second as producing 
more raio than usual for tte month. In 
March, 1850, there were 10 inches, and in 
March, 1884, 8.14 inches. The average for 
the month during the past thirty-five years ;s 
about 2 85 inches. 
The present month is

One of the New York school teachers 
w rites th at the very short dresses which 
little girls wear cause more sickness than all 
the badly-plum bed school-houses in the 
oity. 
The chemical reason why bicarbonate of 
soda relieves a burn is probably due to the 
neutralizing action of the alkali on the acid 
products of decomposition arising from the 
barn. 
As a garnish for roast spare-rib, or for 
pork ohop, cut some ta rt apples iu eighths, 
drop them , after peeling into boiling lard ; 
when crisp on the outside remove them 
w ith a skimmer, drain them well and send 
to the table hot. 
A necessity in every household is a little 
closet, or cabinet, hung out of reach of 
children, where the m other can keep the 
battles containing medicines for burns, 
bruises, sprains, etc. 
M uch suffering, if 
not life itself, is saved by knowing where 
to go at once for some simple medicine. 
If you wish to improve upon the usual 
m ethod of smotheriug beefsteak with on­ 
ions, try this : 
C ut one quart of onions in 
very small bits, not over an inch long, and 
as thin as a sharp knife will cut them. 
L et them lie iu cold water, w ith a good 
sprinkling of salt in it, for half an hour. 
D rain them well, and fry them in a deep 
frying-pan, w ith a good deal of very hot 
lard in it. 
They will cook immediately, 
and be crisp and most excellent. 
Chocolate jelly will sometimes be rel­ 
ished by one who has a delicate and u n ­ 
certain appetite. 
Boil three gills of sweet 
milk and two bars of chocolate together 
until the chocolate is entirely dissolved, 
then add sugar and vanilla until the diver 
you like is imparted. 
After dissolving 
half a box of gelatine in cold water, stir 
this in w ith the chocolate and milk, let it 
simmer gently for a few minutes, then pour 
into moldo or bowls and set in a cool 
room. 
A t the recent Sanitary Exhibition in 
England there was exhibited au nausually 
large num ber of corsets for youDg girls. 
The London Sanitary Record, in comment­ 
ing on this, rem arks th at “ no straight, 
healthy, w- U-formed girl should ever wear 
one of these articles. If older persons see tit 
to do to in later life they may, but to put. 
them on to the growing girls can be called 
by no other name than a crim e.” 
This is 
forcible and true, 
and yet how many 
m others will heed it ? 
A a inexpensive but neat table-cover for 
a common room is made by taking a square 
of cretonne for the center. Choose cretonne 
w ith very small figures, and not of too 
bright colors ; for a border, put a band of 
liDen around it—dark or drab linen ; fringe 
this out, and make quite a deep fringe ; 
where the linen j fines the cretonne, on the 
seam put a tine feithcr B’.iching aud on the 
corner also. 
Dust does not show on this 
spread, and cau be easily shaken from it.

The tunn<l connecting the Lancashire 
and Cheshire sides of the Mersey river is 
now nearly tiuished. 
Ih e rock has been 
reported as very favorable for excavation. 
T hat which recently excited the close 
attention of the observers of the comet 
1’ons-Brooks was tie rem arkable cliauges 
in the intensity of the brightness it pre­ 
sented from time to t me. 
D irect electric lighting of one of the 
trains of the D strict Railway between 
Kensington and Putney is stated to be very 
successful. 
The light is not oaly superior 
to th at obtained from oil or gas, b at is re­ 
ported to cost only tw o-thirds th at of the 
latter. 
An English boiler inspection company 
recommends th at soda ash be used to pre 
vent scale, instead of soda crystal i, and 
th at it be pum ped in regulai ly and con- 
tinuou-ly in s lition, w ith the feed, in­ 
stead of spasmodicsily dumped in e l d 
through the manhole. 
By many tangstaie 
of soda, instead of either soda ash or soda 
crj stsD, is preferred. 
The effect of a sa'ety valve in the lower 
part of the boiler has been tested in Eng­ 
land. 
A boiler was prepared with the or­ 
dinary safety valve, and an additional one 
stfaehed t-o the lower part, both equally 
secured. 
Heated to redness, theboi er had 
cold w ater pumped intu it, and in a minute 
a prcseure of between fifty and sixty 
pounds was produced. 
The lower safety 
valvo was the first to act, giving entire 
satisfaction to the experimeuters. 
C. \V. H estrn, an English chemist, has 
a n .ly iid a saiiqls of 
w ater from the 
famous Hagar’s well, at Mecca—to which 
thousands of Mohammedan pilgrims re­ 
sort annu.’lly—and reports that the water 
is a most dangerous compound, containing 
an extraordinat-ly large propoition of filth. 
The total am ount of s< l.d m atter found in 
a g'-ilm of it wa3 more than twenty-five 
times as grt it as th at found in a 1 ke quan­ 
tity cf the water from the Thames river. 
It is estim ated th a t the ashes which 
caused the recent red skies m int have 
reached an elevation of fully sixty miles. 
On an estinnte th at a solid mass of one 
cnhic inch of ashes waa diffused through 
160,000 inches of atmosphere, the entire 
qualify if ashes which floated off in the 
atm osphere m ust have been sufficient to 
form a solid mass one mile high, forty-two 
miles wide and seventeen hundred miles 
loug. 
This is exclusive of the immense 
mass which fell npon the sea and land 
w ithin a circuit of some one hundred miles 
iu diameter. 


M a g n e s i a i n B k k r.—The lirit -h Med­ 
irá Journal says th at as a custom of adding 
magnesia to beer to preserve it is now be- 
coin-ng general, a word in -ime from the 
medical profession may avert w hat threat- 
ecs to become a danger to health. 
For­ 
merly to preserve beer only salts of lime 
and the alkalies were used ; these imparted 
harsh and soapy tastes respectively. 
As 
magnesian compounds are not so percepti­ 
ble (when in beer) to the taste, their use in 
brewing is replacing th at ot lime. 
Pure 
beer itself contains more magnesia than can 
be taken with im punity by many constitu­ 
tions, the ad d ith n o t further quantit.es un­ 
der names known to the trade as *'antacid,” 
to correct beer ; “ C and D," to preserve 
it : 
“ concentrated 
Burton 
w ater,” to 
harden brewing water, may easily increacs 
th e 
am ount to an injnrious quantity. 
Brewers do not inquire into the nature|of 
the chemicals now largely used by tbem, 
And cannot be aware of their effect;, 


Lew C ongregational Creed, 
The Congregational National Council, at 
its m eeting three years ago, appointed a 
committee to constitute a Commission of 
twenty-live gentlemen, representing the dif­ 
ferent sections of the country and different 
schools of theology, to prepare and pub­ 
lish, for the convenience of Congregational 
churches, a ititem en t of w hat they hold 
to be the leading doctrines of the gospel. 
The creed prepared by the Commission has 
recently been completed, and as the men 
who have been engaged upon it, snd sub­ 
m itted it with their approval, include the 
leading minds who hold to what is denom­ 
inated the “ new theoligy,” as well as 
those 
most 
conservative 
and 
staid 
of 
the 
Congregational 
school, 
the 
results 
of 
their 
deliberations 
will 
be of 
interest to the general 
reader. 
Commenting upon the creed now newly 
stated, the Christian Union says : “ For 
the information of our nou Congregational 
readers it should be stated th at this report 
carries w ith it the authority th at there is 
iu the reasonableness of the statem ent and 
the character of the men who have signed 
it—just this, no more. 
I t is a statem ent, 
m t of what men m ust believe in order to 
be good Corgregationaliats, but of what, in 
the judgment, of the Comnn-sion, Congre- 
gationalists actually do believe.” 
The 
creed is as follows : 


STATEMENT OF DOCTRINE : 
1. W e believe in one God, the Father 
Alm ighty, M aker of heaven aud earth, and 
of all things visible and invisible ; and in 
Jesus C hrist, H is only Son, our Lord, who 
is of one substance with the Father, by 
whom all things were made ; and in the 
Holy Spirit, the Lord and Giver of life, 
who is sent from the Father and Son, and 
who, together w ith the F ataer and Son, is 
worshiped and glorified. 
•2. We believe th a t the providence of 
G od,'by which he executes his eternal pur­ 
poses in the government of the world, is in 
and over all events ; yet so th at the free­ 
dom and responsibility of man are not im­ 
paired, and sin is the act of the creature 
alone. 
3. W e bffieve th a t man was made in the 
image of God, th at he might know, love 
and obey God, and enjoy him forever ; 
th at our first parents by disobedience fell 
under the righteous condemnation of God ; 
aud th at all men are so alienated from God 
tn at there is no salvation from the guilt 
and power of sin except through God’s re­ 
deeming grace. 
4. We believe th at God wouid have all 
men return to Him ; th at to this end He 
has made Himself kno wn, not only through 
the works of nature, the course of His 
providence, and the consciences of men, 
but also through supernatural revelations 
made especially to a chosen people, and 
above all, when the fullness of tim e was 
come, through Jesus C hrist, His Son. 
5. We believe th at the Scriptures of 
the Old and New Testam ents are the record 
of God’s revelation of Himself in the work 
of redem ption ; th at they were w ritten by 
men under the special guidance of the 
Holy S p irit; th at they are able to make 
wise unto salvation ; aud th at they consti­ 
tute the authoritative standard by which 
religions teaching and human conduct are 
to be regulated and judged. 
G. Wo believe th at the love of God to 
sinful men has found its highest expressi n 
in t íe redemptive work of his Son ; who 
became man, uniting his divine nature 
w ith our haman nature in one person ; who 
was tem pted hke other men, yet w ithout 
sin ; who, by his humiliation, his holy 
obdience, his sufferings, his death on the 
cross, and bis resurrection, became a per­ 
fect Redeemer : whose sacrifice of himself 
for the sins of tie world declares the 
righteousness of G o d , and is the sole and 
sufficient ground of 
forgiveness aud of 
recon:- Ration wfith him. 
7. W e believe th at Jeaus Christ, after he 
had 
risen 
from 
the 
dead, 
ascended 
into 
heaven, where, 
as 
the 
one me­ 
diator 
between 
God 
and 
m m , 
he 
carries 
forward 
his 
work 
of 
sav­ 
ing men ; th at he sends the Holy .Spirit to 
convict tnem of s.n, and to lead tneni to 
repentanco and faith : and th at those who, 
through reuewing grace, turn to righteous­ 
ness, and tru st in Jesus C hrist as their 
Redeemer, receive for his sake the ior- 
! giveness cf their sins, and are made the 
I children of God. 
S. W e believe th at those who are thus 
regenerated and justified, grow in sancti- 


i li>d character through fellowship 
with 
i Cnrist, the indwelling of the Holy Spirit 
aud obedience to the truth : th at a holy life 
i is the fruit snd evidence of saving tru th ; 
I and th at the believer’s hope of continuance 
i in such a life is in the preserving grace of 
God.

to him a.l have immediate access w ithout 
meditorial or priestly intervention. 
10. We believe th at the Church of Christ, 
invisible and spiritual, comprises ad true 
believers, w-hose duty it is to associate 
themselves 
in 
churches, for the main­ 
tenance 
of 
worship, 
for 
the 
pro­ 
motion of spiritual growth and fellowship 
and for the conversion of men ; th at these 
churches, under the guidance of the Holy 
Scriptures and in fellowship w ith one an­ 
other, may determine 
each for itself— 
their organization, statem ents of belief, 
and forms of worship, may appoint and 
set apart their own m inisters, and should 
oo-opente in the work which Christ has 
com m itted to them for the furtherance of 
the Gospel throughout the world. 
11. We believe in the observance of the 
Lord’s Day, as a day of holy rest and w or­ 
ship : in the m inistry of the world ; and 
in the two sacraments, which Christ has 
appointed for tho church : 
Baptism, to be 
administered 1 1 believers and their chil­ 
dren, as the sign of e'eaosing from sin, of 
union to C hrist, and of tho importation of 
the Holy S p irit; 
and the Lord’s Suppsr, 
as a symbol of his atoning death, a seal of 
its efficacy, and a means whereby he con­ 
firms and strengthens tho spiritual un*on 
and communion of b.dievers w ith himself. 
12. We believe in the ultim ate preva­ 
lence of the kingdom of Christ over all the 
e a rth : in the glorious appearing of the 
great God and our Saviour Jesus C h rist; 
in the resurrection of the dead ; snd in a 
tinsl judgment, 
the issues of which are 
everlasting punishm ent and 
everlasting 
life.

The following decision was rendered a 
short time since by Judge Sabin, of the 
U nited fitates Circuit Court, remanding the 
case of Meyer vs. Brown—one of the Sacra* 
mento bond suits—to the Supreme Court of 
C alifornia: 
The motion, on the part of plaintiif, to re­ 
mand the case to th e State Court, was argued 
and submitted in December last. 
It was not 
without doubt that we then denied the mo­ 
tion. 
We were then strongly impressed with 
the idea that no question involving a con­ 
struction of the Constitution or laws of the 
United States necessarily arose, or would 
arise, in any of th e proceedings of the case. 
The petition for the removal of the case 
from the State Court, filed by defendants, 
set forth that such question would arise, and 
that plaintiff’s right of action virtually rested 
upon the construction 
and effect to be 
given to Section 10, Article I., of tne Con­ 
stitution of the 1, uited States. 
This posi­ 
tion was earnestly contested and denied 
by plaintiff’s counsel, who contended tbat 
plaintiff’s 
right* 
were 
amply 
secured 
and protected by the Constitution of the 
State of California (Section 10, Article I), 
and that he neither sought nor invoked the 
aid or protection of Section 10. Article I, of 
the Constitution of the U oited States, in the 
enforcement of his alleged rights in this 
action. 
A t the time of denying the motion to re­ 
mand we distinctly annr uoced, that if it 
should subsequently appear to us, at any 
stage of the proceedings in the case, that no 
question involving a construction of the Con­ 
stitution or laws of the Ucited States neces­ 
sarily arose, requiring our decision therein, 
we should then remand the case. 
This action was originally commenced by 
plaintiff in the Supreme Court of the State 
of California. 
Its o ject was, by the man­ 
date of the C .urt, to compel defendants, as 
Trustees of the city of Sacramento, to levy a 
tax for the payment of certain bonds aud 
coupons of the city aud county of Sacra­ 
mento, held by plaintiff, issued ucder and by 
virtue of an Act of the Legis'.atuie of the 
State of California, passed April 24, 1858. 
In 1S63 the Legislature passed an Act re­ 
pealing the Act of April 24. 1858, and pro­ 
viding for a new form of government for the 
city of Sacramento, au l pruviding also for 
the payment of the bonds aud coupons of the 
city and county of Sacramento then out­ 
standing, issued uuder the Act of April 24, 
1858. 
These matters are set forth fully in plain­ 
tiff’s affidavit, or complaint. 
To this complaint a demurrer was inter­ 
posed'by defendants, and the judgment of 
said Supreme Court was rendered thereon 
prior to the removal of the case to this Court. 
This judgment of the Supreme Court, how­ 
ever, was not called to cur attention at the 
time of argument upon the motion to remand 
the case. 
Had it been we doubt not, we Bhould then 
have remanded the case, as that judgment 
seems to be decisive upon the only point 
raised by defendant»’ counsel, upon which it 
is claimed that this Court has jurisdiction. 
This judgment of the Supreme Court we 
consider decisive and binding upon us, as to 
the construction to be placed upon these State 
statutes, and especially so as it iu no wise 
conflicts with any provison of the Constitu­ 
tion or laws of the United States, or any 
decision of the Supreme Court of the United 
States. 
The judgment of that Court is that the Act 
of 1803 did not impair the rights of plaintiff 
acquired under the Act of April 24, 1858. 
In a more recent case, Meyer vs. 1’orter, 
a case involving the rights of holders of bonds 
and coupons of the city and county of Sacra­ 
mento, issued under said Act of April 24, 
1858, the same Court says: ’* In 1803 the 
charter of 1S58 was repealc-l and a new char­ 
ter substituted. The repeal of the old chait r 
did not impair the validity of contracts under 
its provisions." 
Now this is the sole and 
only ground upon which rests defendants’ 
claim that any Federal question does or can 
arise in this case, and upon which they insist 
th it this Court has any jurisdiction in this 
case. 
We think these decisions of the Supreme 
Court have settled tiiis question iu this case, 
that the judgment of that Court is the law of 
the case on that questior, aud that it cannot 
again arise herein. 
It is not claimed by de­ 
fendants tbat these udgments of the Supreme 
Court upon this very point are erroneous, 
or tbat they are in conflict wiih an pro­ 
vision 
of 
the 
Constitution or 
laws of 
the United 
States. 
No defense in the 
case is based upon any provision of the 
National Constitution or laws enacted there­ 
under. 
It is immaterial whether the Su­ 
preme Court rested its judgments upon Sec­ 
tion 10, Article I , of the Constitution of the 
State of California, or upon a similar pro­ 
vision in the Constitution of the United 
States. 
It is sufficient that those judgments of that 
Court are not in conflict with the provision 
of the Constitution of the United States in­ 
voked by defendants, and that they settle the 
law of this case upon the questions submitted 
to the CoHrt for judgment. 
This Court receives cases as they come to it 
from the State Courts. 
We do not go back 
and review the action of the State Courts 
upon the questions settled by such Courts. 
If writs of attachment, injunction or se­ 
questration have been issued by the State 
Courts in cases prior to their removal, full 
Torce and effect is given to these writs in this 
Court until vacated or modified by this 
Court, or cause shown therefor. The position 
taken by defendants is peculiar. 
The plaintiff seeks in this action to en­ 
force certain rights alleged to have accrued 
to him under and by virtue of said Acts of 
185S and IN',.I 
Defendants contend that the Act of 1863 
destroyed all right* of plaintiff acquired un­ 
der the Act of 1858, insisting, however, that 
under Section 10, Article I., of the Cons.itu- 
tiou of the United States, the Legislature 
could not, by the Ac! of 1863, impair such 
rights. 
This is the only gmund upon which 
the jurisdiction of this Court is invoked by 
defendants. 
Now the Supreme Court cf this State in its 
judgment upon the demurrer iu this case, and 
in the case of Meyer vs. Porter, has twice 
decided that the Act i f IN'.5 did not impair 
the validity of any contracts made under the 
A ct of 1858. 
This would seem to remove all claim of 
jurisdiction of this Court in this case. 
I t is 
n s adjudicate as to this case, and cannot be 
reopened aud reconsidered. 
We think, there­ 
fore, that the ea»e should be remanded, as its 
future consideration cau involve no question 
of a Federal nature. 
Plaintiff expresses his willingness—if this 
Court has j iri* fiction—that it proceed and 
hear and determine the case. 
This, however, we cannot consider. 
His 
consent cannot confer jurisdiction, and, on 
the other ha, d, we cannot decline jurisdiction 
when lawfully invoked. 
On the point U'ged by plaintiff, that this 
was an original proceeding hy mandate, and 
that therefore this Conrt had not jurisdiction, 
we are of the same opinion as that announced 
when tho motion to remand was denied. 
It 
may tie conceded that this Court proceeds by 
mandamus only as auxili ,ry or in aid of its 
jurisdiction, yet when an action like this is 
l>ermitted by State statute, and the case is 
c-mmenced io a State Court s n i removed to 
this Court, if it has jurisdiction in other re- 
epecte it has jurisdiction to hear and deter­ 
mine the case and award the writ, if such be 
its final judgment. 
In doing so it is but giv­ 
ing effect to the statute of the State author­ 
izing such proceeding. 
S[«cial statut, ry rights and remedies may 
be enforced in tne National Courts, where 
jurisdiction obtains—as incases of mechanics’ 
liens, partitior, actions for damages for neg­ 
ligence causing death, and other purely stat­ 
utory actions and rights. 
As we are convinced that this Court has 
not jurisdiction in this case, it is ordered 
th at the order heretofore made in this case on 
the 20th day of December, 1SS3, denying 
plaintiff's motion to nm and this case, be set 
aeide and vacated. 
Ordered, further, that this case be re­ 
manded to the Supreme Court of the State 
of California, whence it was removed to this 
Court, with costs. 
In order to give defendants an opportunity 
to appeal from this order, shonid they wi*h 
so to do, the Clerk of this Court will with­ 
hold the execution of this order until Mon­ 
day, the 25th instant, at 12 o’clock of said 
day. 
In the Supreme Court the defendants had 
filed an answer, denying certain parte of the 
complaint and raising issues of fact, and the 
C o u rt referred the issues to Superior Jndge 
Finn to find the facts, which he proceeded to 
¿o , ami recently filed his findings. 
On this 


tl a case was submitted to the Supreme C ju r , 
which will in due time render a decision. 
I t 
is believed that this decision, taken in con­ 
nection with the decision of Judge Sawyer, 
of the United States Circuit Court, in the 
case of Kennedy vs. The City of Sacrsmeuto, 
in which he intima'.ed that plaintiff’s remedy 
was by mandamus, will virtually Fettle the 
status of the bond cases. 
Following are 
Judge Finn’s findings: 
To the Hon. the Supreme Court cf the 
State of California: Tee undersigned referee, 
appointed by this Court on the 6 'i day of 
Murch, 1884, to take proof and report find­ 
ings on tne is-ues i f fact involved in this case, 
respectfully reports as follows : 
1 have been attended on the hearing in the 
reference by R senbaum & Scheeline, and S 
C. Denson, counsel for petitioner, and by 
NIcKune & George, counsel for respondents. 
Ou the tes’.im ony taken on the hearing I find 
the following facts: 
I. I find that the Treasurer of the city and 
county cf Sacramento did execute, issue and 
deliver to sundry persoos, iu the manner pre­ 
sented by aud under and in accordance with 
the provisions of an Act of the Legislature of 
the State of California, passed April 24, 
1858, entitled, “ An Act to repeal the Act 
passed March 26, 1851, entitled, ‘An A ct to 
incorporate the city of Sacramento,’ and the 
several Acte amendatory and supplementary 
thereto, and to incorporate the city and 
county of Sacramento.” bonds for sums of 
money amounting in the aggregate to 51,47 4, • 
S00, or thereabouts. 
2 I find that the bonds issued by the city 
and county of Sacram. nto under and in ac­ 
cordance with the provisions of said Act of 
April 24, 1858, were issued in payment and 
liquidation of legal debts and liabilities of 
said city of Sacramento. 
3. I find the said city 
and county of 
Sacramento did execute, issue and deliver, 
among others, thirteen certain bonds for 
$1,000 each, numbered respectively 25. 26, 
48. 57, 73, 74, 75, 76, 103, 104, 105, 106 aud 
107. 
4 I find that all of said bonds are dated 
January 1, 1859, and have annual interest 
coupons attached thereto, in accordance with 
the provisions of said Act. 
All of said bor.ds 
and coupons are iu the same words and fig­ 
ures, differing O D ly in the number of said 
bonds. 
The following is a copy of one of 
said bonds, to w it:

13 I find that the amount cf revenue 
which would be derived from all sources that 
would go into said interest and sinking fund 
for the year 1883, under a tax levy of $1 on 
each $100 of -axable prop-rty for general 
purpose», would be $79,012 11. 
14. I find that the amount of money now 
in tne interest and sinking fund of said aity 
of Sacramento is $159,517 91. 
13 I find that the a m o u n t of m oD ey in 
said interest and sinking f u n d of said city of 
Sacramento, at the time that tids action was 
commenced, was tbe s u m of $107,245 24. 
No evidence was offered as to the difference 
in area within the limits of the city of Sac­ 
ramento under the Act* of April 24, 1858, 
and April 25, 1863, respectively. 
There was 
no evidence from which the Ksferee can ac­ 
curately compute the amount of gross re­ 
ceipts from taxes, harbor dues, licenses, water 
rents and fines in the Police Court, and how 
much money from those sources was re­ 
ceived into the treasury of said city of Sac­ 
ramento for the year 1883, and therefore no 
finding is ma le on either of those points. 
The Referee herewith transmits a report of 
all testimony taken on the hearing, with tbe 
exhibits admitted in evidence, together with 
a statement of his rulings on the admissi­ 
bility cf it.

He became a Government 
official at 17, and by his zeal aud wisdom 
attracted wide attention. 
On the death of 
his m other he restired the ancient burial 
honors of his race, in her memory, and 
from th at time the long disused funeral 
customs were restored, and continue to 
this day. 
Confucius thus was reverenced 
as authority as to ancient things. 
He 
mourned three years for bis m other in soli­ 
tude, and devoted the whole tim e to philo­ 
sophical study, redacting deeply upon the 
eternal laws of m orality, tracing them to 
their source, stored his mind w ith a sense 
of the duties they impose on all men, and 
made them the ruler of his actions. 
His 
career, say his biographers, 
was thence­ 
forth onlv an illustration of bis ethical 
system. 
He devoted himself to the in­ 
struction of 
his 
people, 
exemplifying 
the morals he taught. 
H is disciples in­ 
created rapidly. 
They were generally 
of the middle-aged and thoughtful classes. 
His scholars he divided into four classes, 
teaching to one moral*, to another rhetoiic, 
to another politics, and to the last the per­ 
fection of style in w ritten composition. He 
revised and edited, and often abridged for 
the use of his followers, the works of an­ 
cient literature. 
He traveled much, and 
entered many districts where nis doctrineB 
of m orality were refused, and the people 
declined to be advanced in understanding. 
He died 479 B. 0 ., in the seventieth year 
of his age. 
Ever since he has been vener­ 
ated. 
His family to this day is distin­ 
guished by various honors and privileges, 
ami constitute the only hereditary ariitic- 
racy in China. 
The doctrines of Confucius 
relate principally to the ethics of political 
and social life— “ the attainm ent of perfect 
virtue is the true aim of living ; none can 
live well who do not so regard it.” 
Dr. 
Legge's translation is very full, and is per­ 
fectly clear. 
Tnere is no confusion or am ­ 
biguity in any part of the text. 
P art second is given up to the works of 
Mencius. 
H e was born B C. 371, and 
died at the age of S4. 
Dr. Legge says : 
“ Between Mencius and the rise of the 
Ts’m dynasty flourished the philosopher 
Senn King, of whose w ritings enough is 
still preserved to form a large volume. 
By many he is regarded as the ablest of 
all the followers of Confucius. 
He makes 
frequent reference in his works to Men­ 
cius, and one of his productions was ad­ 
dressed in opposition to Mencius' doctrine 
of 
goodness.” 
The first 
tw enty-three 
years of the life of Mencius was synchro­ 
nized w ith the last tw enty-three of Plato's. 
He was 
contemporary with Aristotle, 
Zeus, Epicurus and 
Demosthenes. 
As 
Dr. 
Legge 
says, 
when 
Mencius 
is 
placed 
w ith 
these, 
he 
can 
look 
them 
in 
the 
face — he 
does 
not 
need to hide a diminished head. 
The 
great forte of Mencius was the instruction 
of princes. 
A griculture and education 
were the great themes of his life. 
“ The 
great object of Mencius was to rectify 
men s hearts, teaching them to preserve 
their heart and nourish their nature and 
to recover their lost heart. ” 
W hen he dis­ 
courses of benevolence, righteousness, pro­ 
priety and knowledge, he refers to the 
principles 
of 
theee 
in 
the 
heart, 
commiserating, 
feeling 
shame 
and the 
like, affected with modesty 
and 
com­ 
plaisance, 
approving and 
disapproving. 
W hen he speaks of the evils springing 
from perverted speaking he says— ‘grow­ 
ing first in the mind, they prove injurious 
to governm ent.’ 
W hen he shows how a 
1’rince should be served, he says— * correct 
w hat is wrong in his m ind.’ 
‘Once rectify 
the Prince, and the kingdom will be set­ 
tled.’ ” 
The subjects treated of in this 
volume of the works of Mencius are nearly 
three hundred in number. The same clear­ 
ness aDd explicitness in translation m arks 
the work of Dr. Legge in this, as in the 
first part.

No one contends th at the history of the 
American revolution has been fully w ritten. 
There are phases of it concerning which 
the people are but little informed. 
For 
instance, the popular idea of the Hessians 
is very vague, very ambiguous and very 
lim ited in scope, 
i t is deemed quite 
enough by the general reader of American 
history to know th a t of England’s forces 
German auxiliaries were m aterial factors. 
In this pleasant and very 
interesting 
volume, Mr. Lowell has undertaken to tell 
us Eoaiething in d tt til of the men, by whom 
commanded, what service they rendered, 
and far w hat they deserve to be distin­ 
guished or contemned. 
It is im portant to 
learn much about these auxiliaries th at we 
may know all the forces against which the 
American troops had to contend, and thuB 
better estim ate our revolutionary soldiers, 
and better measure their devotion to a 
cause on which so big with fate. 
By this 
book we get a very clear insight into the 
causes which led to the employment of the 
Hessians. 
The princes who farmed them 
out to England, to use as food for rebel pow­ 
der, appear in a very repulsive light. Tney 
sold their men as truly as ever the negro 
went down under the hammer in the South. 
They first drove the men they ruled over, 
“ by the authority of heaven," from the 
homes of the country into the am v, and 
then shipped them off to America to en­ 
gage in a contest in which they had no 
heart, and in a m atter in which thsir own 
people 
had 
no concern. 
They 
were 
literally 
hirelings, 
objects 
of 
con­ 
tem pt 
and loathmg, 
and yet innocent 
of provocation for hatred. 
Out of the 
29.000 of these unhappy b a t brave and 
manly German soldiers, whose hearts were 
sacrificed when their bodies were sold, 
12.000 never returned to the Fatherland. 
The men, it is made clear, in no case were 
willing servitors in arms. 
W hen enrolled 
they had to be dragged into the army, and 
a't.-r being “ recru ited " their n irra c jf 
were doubly guarded to prevent their es­ 
cape, aud on tbe march to ports they were 
under double guard and kept in small 
groups, to prevent the possibility of revolt 
against their slavery. 
On the passage out 
they were pool I) fed, crowded into too 
close quarters, ill-clothed and inhumanly 
treated. 
How they fought, how they 
died ; the im portant part they played in 
the revolution, their woes and their vic­ 
tories, tbeir wrongs and their trium phs, 
their hardy endurance, their loyalty to the 
power th at enslaved them , their marches 
and adventure 
ail these things are most 
graphically recited by Mr. Lowell, whose 
work evidences long and deep research, 
aud painstaking 
effort to present OLly 
thoroughly well-authenticated facts. 
The 
style employed is graceful and scholarly, 
and it may well serve as a lesson in polite 
and 
finished composition 
and polished 
diction.
